Only Fifteen Candidates Were 


Chosen Last Night for 


the City Council. 


ALBERT C. HOUGHTM FOR MAYOR. 


In the Choice or School Committee and 


Library Trustees the Convention Went 


Outside of Party. Col. John Brace- 


well Nominated for Council. 


The Democratic convention to nominate 


candidates for the first city offices was 
held in the districtcourt room last night. 
The delegates were tardy in arriving and 
while awaiting the coming of the number 
those who arrived early joined in evi- 
dently very interesting 
conversation- 


The talk was all in regard to nominating 
a ticket that would easily defeat the Re- 
publican ticket chosen Saturday night., 


There was a misunderstanding about 


the time the convention was to meet. 
Some thought 7 o'clock and others 7.30. 
The credentials were made out for 7.30, so 
at that time the convention was called to 
order by A. W. Chippendale. The follow- 
ing, one from each ward, were chosen as 
a committee on credentials: 
Michael 


Pallon, W. P. Mead, J. F. Sullivan, John 
Larkin, H. A. Gallup, D. J. Fionigan and 
Timothy Collins. 
A. A. Hughes was 


chosen from ward 3 and C. J. Curran from 
ward 6, but these declined and J. F. Fallen 
and D. J. Finnigan were chosen instead. 
For the committee on credentials H. A. 
Gallup reported that the delegations were 
present in their entirety and the conven- 
tion had thirty-five votes. 
J. H. Muck 


moved that Charles T. Ralston be made 
chairman and he was chosen as ouch. C. 
J. Curran nominated Peter Keefe as clerk, 
who was chosen. Mr. Keefe conferred 
with the town clerk regarding matters of 
detail and while he was BO doing the con- 
vention had a recess of five minutes. 


Mr. Hoiiichton Nominated. 


The recess being over the convention 


then proceeded to nominate a mayor. P. 
J. Ashe rose and spoke of the very broad 
and original charter iriven North Adams 
by the legislature. The town, he said, did 
well in accepting it, but in so accepting 
the town had not done its full duty. A 
•man of ability, broad and above yetty am- 
bition should be selected for mayor. He 
took pleasure in nominating Albert C.

John Sul- 
livan for ward 3 presented Dr. G. W. Dox 
and Michael J. Kelley. John Larkin for 
ward 4 presented the names of W. M. 
Brown and Charles E. Whitney. * H. A. 
Gallup for ward 5 presented John A. Bice 
and F. L. Tilton. William O'Brien for 
ward 6 presented J. H. Cody and Edward 
Bissaillon. John H. Mack presented for 
ward 7 the names of F. E. Swift and P. H. 
McMahon. C. J. Curran said he would 
try and be as magnanimous as the Repub- 
cans were Saturday and he would present 
the name of Col. John Bracswell, which 
was chosen. The chairman of the ward 
delegations were chosen a committee to 
place the names selected in reference to 
the terms of service *nd report to the 
convention.

THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 


The message delivered to Congress to- 


day by the President is more notable for 
the tone of apology pervading it than for 
the assertive statements usual ly found in 
documents emanating from his hand. 
The chief expoutive very wisely this feme 
places the various departmental reports 
before Congress and the people without 
going over tho details of them himself 
and coloring them too much v. ith his own 
opinion. 


The message treats rather mildly of the 


Venezuelan question, as though facts 
concerning it and lime to present them in 
were limited. However the tone on this 
question has the right ring to it, and per- 
haps not much more could in good taste 
be said by the executive while awaiting 
the reply to the latest state inquiries. But 
the message finds room enough for con- 
siderable self-glorification over a vigorous 
Chinese policy exhibited when a demor- 
alized people were frenzied by war; 
an 
exhibition 
called 
out 
by 
the 


actual wounding of 
one American 


citizen. It is only fair, however, to 
state that other atrocities were threatened 
at the time. Cuban aflairs are treated 
at some length and in a commendable 
•pint. The Hawaii matter is alluded to 
without important significance being at- 
tauhed to it. 


Very little is said on the tariff question, 


though some of the old changes are rung 
OD the policy of throwing markets open 
to the world, etc. However, the chief 
wail is given over commercial relations 
which may tend to keep the American 
hog out of Germany. 


The information contained in the mes- 


sage concerning Turkish affairs is exceed- 
ingly interesting and Instructive. 
The 


valuable and authoritlve information 
given is peculiarly timely and will be read 
with eagerness and profit all over our 
land in which such a sympathy is grow- 
ing for the persecuted Armenians. 


A long and exhaustive explanation of 


the present condition of national financial 
and commercial matters is attempted. It 
proves to be an explanation which does 
not explain. The conclusion of the apol- 
ogetlcal dissertation is that "I am con- 
vinced the only thorough and practical 
remedy for our troubles is found in 
the 
retirement and cancellation 
of 


our United States notes, commonly called 
greenbacks, and the outstanding treasury 
notes issued by the government in pay- 
ment of silver purchases under the act of 
1880." 


When the message gives us facts it in- 


terests ; when it advises and theorizes it 
produces more or less of that same old 
tired feeling. The message will be re- 
garded taken as a whole as too mild for 
banning, too lacking in frankness con- 
cerning tariff and finance for unlimited 
blessing. 


THE CITY TICKETS. 


The candidate* of both parties are now 


before us. It is not probable that other 
nominations of importance will be made 
Jby the filing of nomination papers; so the 
choice of'our city officers will be made, in 
all probability, from the candidates pre- 
sented by the Republican and Democratic 
conventions. 
Neither ticket will be 


elected in its entirety; neither really de- 
serves to be. Both parties might have 
done better in making their nominations! 
they might have done worse. 


Each ticket has a good proportion of 


suitable names. It is a matter of opinion 
as to which has the larger proportion of 
names in every way worthy of the honor- 
able distinction given them, of being men- 
tioned for important positions in the first 
city government of the youngest but one 
of the most enterprising cities of the 
state. While neither ticket as a whole 
can be said to be of itself a thoroughly 
representative one, yet from the two 
combined, by a judicious and unpreju- 
diced selection, an admirable board of 
officers for each city department can be 
assured. We believe this is the course 
that will be adopted by a large majority 
of our voters. 


A glance at the two tickets will show 


that both parties have wisely made con- 
cessions to the prevailing public senti- 
ment, which has demanded that for this 
occasion partisanship so far as possible 
should be a yielding and willing aid rather 
than a stumbling block to the establish- 
ment of our city upon the most modern 
and the best principles. In this act of 
yielding both parties will ultimately find 
that they have strengthened rather than 
weakened themselves; for the strength of 
• party lies in public approval. 


It is evident that both parties presented 


gome names purely in a complimentary 
war, not expecting their election. In the 
cose of the Republican party it must have 
been so, for its convention put iu nomina- 
tion twenty-one names for councilmen, 
•whereas the delegates could not have 
expected that more than fifteen of them 
could be elected, under the wise provision 
of our charter that assures a minority 
representation. The same complimentary 
•pirit presumaMy prevailed, perhaps to a 
lesser extent, in the Democratic conven- 
tion, though only fifteen councilmen were 
nominated there; the number for which 
each voter is entitled to cast his vote at 
the city election. 


It may be venturesome at this early 


stage of the canvass to make predictions 
M to what will be shown at the counting 
cf the ballots December 16th. Bat it is 


natural for us all to have a hankering 
for thia harmless kind of prophecy. If 
we were going to nmke a prophecy it 
would be something like this: that of the 
members of our first city council a dozen 
(perhaps a baker's dozen) of the names 
are to lie found on the Republican ticket) 
the remainder on the Democratic; the 
school committee about evenly divided 
between the two tickets; the assessors all 
on the Republican ticket, not for personal 
or party reasons but on account of experi- 
ence ; tho library committee all on the 
Democratic ticket for the same ?easoTia. 


It is a Rource of most hearty congratu- 


lation all around that the name of the 
man who will surely be mayor, and tho 
name of tho man who will surely be a 
councilman, and in all probability presi- 
dent of the council, are found on both 
tickets. With Mr. Houehtou, a Demo- 
crat, and Col. Bracewell, a Republican, at 
the head of the executive and legislative 
departments respectively, oun, city gov- 
ernment is sure of being organized and 
conducted on sound, enterprising and lib- 
eral business principles. When to this is 
added the probability that the personnel 
of the various departments will be largely 
made up of representative men, irrespec- 
tive of party, our city may well have 
cause for self-congratulation, and for an 
honest pride in presenting to other com- 
munities, who are intently watching us, 
an interesting and creditable object les- 
son in the great study of municipal gov- 
ernment. 


WHAT HAS MADE IT POSSIBLE. 


The Boston Congregationalist, promi" 


nent not only as a religious paper butalso 
as being peculiarly representative of the 
best New England ideas, had thia to say 
last week of our municipal election: 


'North Adams holds its first municipal 
election soon. Though strongly Republi- 
can the beit. citizens have united in invit- 
ing its leading citizen—a Democrat—to 
be a candidate tor mayor. 
He has con- 
sented and will be elected. The seed sown 
by Gladden, Hunger and Coyle has borne 
fruit. The new city means to start well. 
May it never be cursed with a partisan 
municipal administration." 


That's all right, thanks! There is only 


one idea conveyed in the above that might 
be construed to have an element of nar- 
rowness about it. 
There is a uroad- 


gauged spirit up here that does not 
attribute the present happy condition of 
public affairs to the work of any one man, 
or any trinity of men, or any particular 
class of men, however meritorious their 
work may have been in their own fields. 


The three men mentioned, able, good 


and true to their convictions as they were, 
did sow good seed here, but those most 
familiar with that seed would hardly 
claim for it that it was exactly of the 
kind that tended to produce the wonder- 
fully harmonious feeling in our commun- 
ity, which has made a non-partisan muni- 
cipal government possible. There have 
been many quiet influences at work in 
many modest ways that have brought 
this about and which has been the strong- 
est one might be risky to say. 
We are 


inclined to believe, however, that the in- 
nate good common-sense of our people 
has had about as much as anything .to do 
with it. 


The first steps toward the organfcation 


of our city government have certainly 
been very creditably taken. The prima- 
ries in most wards were of the right sort 
and the conventions of both parties were 
models for such bodies, in the dignified 
and fair manner in which they were con- 
ducted. C. T. Ralston was chairman of 
the Democratic convention held at city 
hall last night. He is well up in parlia- 
mentary practice and he led the conven- 
tion through some intricacies of form in a 
very skilful and correct manner. His way 
of stating motions und of rendering his 
decisions was exceptionally prompt and 
clear. We have now had two well con- 
ducted conventions; we prophesy they 
have set the pace and the standard for 
an admirably conducted election.

THE MESSAGE 


President's Message to 
Fifty-fourth Congress, 


To the Congress of tho Unite I States: 


Tho pmieafc assemblage ol' the legislative 


branch of our government occurs at a tUn* 
when tho interests of our poopU- anil >he neecU 
of the oottittry give eaposial prominenco to the 
couditton of our foruipu relations and the ex- 
le-yeies of our national finances. Tho reports 
of the ho:ids of tho several administrative de- 
partments of the Rovernimmt fully and plainly 
exhibit what has been accomplished within, the 
scope of their respective duties, and present 
such recommendations for the betterment of 
our country's condition as patriotic and in- 
telligent labor and observations suggest. 


I therefore deum my executive duty ad- 


equately performed at this timo by presenting 
to the congress the important phases of our sit- 
uation as related to our intercourse with for- 
eign nations, and a statement of the financial 
problems -which confront as, omitting, except 
as they are related to these topics, any refer- 
ence to departmental opt rations. 


1 earnestly invite, however, not only the 


careful consideration but the severely critical 
scrutiny of tho congress ano. my fellow country- 
man to the reports concerning these deparfc- 
nicntal operations. If justly and fairly exam- 
ined they will furnish proof of assiduous and 
painstaking care for the public welfare. 


The recommendations they contain I urge 


upon the respectful attention of those charged 
with the duty of legistation, because I believe 
their adoption wouid promote the people's 
good. 


By amendatory tariff legislation in January 


last, the Argentine republic, recognizing the 
value of the large market opened to the free 
importation of its wools under our last tariff 
sot, has admitted certain of tho products of 
the United estates at reduced duties. It is 
pleasing to note that the efforts we have made 
to enlarge tho exchanges of trade on a sound 
basis of mutual benefit are in this instance 
appreciated by the country from which our 
woolen factories draw their needful supply of 
raw material. 


The missions boundary dispute between the 


Argentine Republic and Brazil, referred to the 
President of the United States as arbitrator 
tluring the term of my predecessor, and whi<$h 
wa3 submitted to me for determination, re- 
sulted in an award in favor of Brazil upon the 
historical and documentary evidence pre- 
sented, thus ending a long-protracted contro- 
versy, and again demonstrating the wisdom 
and desirability of settling international 
boundary disputes by recourse to friendly ar- 
bitratipn. 


Negotiations are progressing for a revival of 


the United States and Chilian claims commis- 
sion, \vhowe work was abruptly terminated 
last year by the expiration of the stipulated 
time wiihin which awards could be made. 


The resumption of specie payments by Chili 


is a step of great interest and importance, both 
in its direct consequences upon her own wel- 
fare and u3 evincing the assendency of sound 
financial principles in one of the most in- 
fluential of the South American republics. 


The War In China. 


The close of the momentous struggle be- 


tween China and Japan, wnile relieving tho 
diplomatic agents of this government from the 
delicate duty they undertook at the request of 
both countries of rend"ring such services to 
the subjects of either belligerent within the 
territorial limits of the other as our neutral 
position permitted, developed a domestic con- 
dition in the Chinese <iripire which has caused 
much anxiety and called for prompt and care- 
ful attention. Either as a zesult of a weak 
control by tho central government over the 
provincial administration, following a diminu- 
tion of traditional governmental authority 
under the stress of an overwhelming national 
disaster, or as a manifestation upon good op- 
portunity of the aversion of the Chinese popu- 
lation to all foreign ways and undertakings, 
there have occurred in widely separated prov- 
inces of Cnina serious outbreaks ot an old fanat- 
ical spirit against foreigners, which, un- 
chtcked by 1he legal authorities, if not ac- 
tually connived at by them, have culminated in 
mob attacks on foreign missionary stations, 
causing much destruction of property, and 
attended with personal injury as well as loss 
of life. 


Although l»ut one American citizen was re- 


ported to havo been actually wounded, and al- 
though t ho destruction of property may have 
fallen more heavily upon the missionaries of 
other nationalities than our own, it plainly be- 
hooved this government to take the most 
prompt and decided action against similar or 
perhaps more dreadful calamities befalling the 
hundreds of American mission, stations which 
have grown up throughout the interior of 
China under thu temperate rule of toleration, 
custom and imperial edict. 


The demands of the United States and other 


powers for the degradation and punishment of 
the responsible officials of thu "respective cities 
and provinces who by neglect or otherwise 
had permitted uprisings, and for the adoption 
of stern measures by the emperor's govern- 
ment for the protection of the life and prop- 
erty of foreigners, were followed by the dis- 
grace and dismissal of certain provincial offi- 
cials found derelict in duty, and the punish- 
ment by deatn of a number of those adjudged 
guilty of actual participation in the outrages. 


This government also insisted that a special 


American commission should visit the prov- 
ince where the first disturbances occurred, for 
the purpose of investigation. Thi-j latter com- 
mission, formed after much opposition, has 
gone overland from Tien-Tsin, accompanied by 
a suitable Chinese escort, and by its demon- 
stration of the readiness and ability of our 
government to protect its citizens, will act, it 
is believed, as a most influential deterrent of 
any similar outbreaks. 


The energetic steps we have thus taken are 


nil the more likely to result in future safety 
to our citizens in China, because the imperial 
government is, I am persuaded, entirely con- 
vinced that we desire only the liberty and pro- 
tection of our own citizens and rodress for any 
wrongs they may have suffered, and that WP 
have no ulterior designs or objects, political 
or otherwise. China will not forget either our 
kindly service to her citizens during her late 
war, nor the further fact that, whiia furnish- 
ing all the facilities at our command to fur- 
ther the negotiation of peace between her and 
Japan, we sought no advantages and inter- 
posed no counsel. 


The Waller Case. 


The customary cordial relations between 


this country and France have been undis- 
turbed, with the exception that a full explana- 
tion of the treatment of John L Waller by the 
expeditionary military authorities of France 
Btill remains t;> be given. Mr. Waller, for- 
merly United States consul at Tamatave, re- 
mained in Madagascar after his term of office 
expired, and was apparently successful in pro- 
curing business concessions from the Hovas of 
greater or less value. 


After the occupation of Tamatave and the 


declaration of martial law by the French, he 
wao arrested upon various charges, among 
them that of communicating military informa- 
tion to the enemies of France, was tried and 
convicted by a military tribunal and sentenced 
to 20 years' imprisonment. 
Following the 


course justified by abundant precedents, this 
government requested from that of France the 
record of the proceedings of the French tribu- 
nal which resulted in Mr. Waller's condemna- 
tion. This request has been complied with to 
the extent of supplying a copy of the official 
record, from which appear the constitution and 
organization of the court, the charges as for- 
mulated and the general course and result of 
the trial, and by which it is shown that the ac- 
, 


cused was tried in open court and was de- 
fended by counsel. 


But the evidence adduced in support of the 


charges—which was not received by the 
French minister for foreign affairs till the first 
week in October—has been withheld, the 
French government taking the ground that 
its production in response to our demand 
would establish a bad precedent. The efforts 
of our ambassador to procure it, however, 
though impeded by recent changes in the 
French ministry, have not been relaxed, and it 
is confidently expected that some satisfactory 
BOlution of the 
methods will shortly be 


reached. 
Meanwhile it appears that Mr. 


Waller's confinement, has every ftllpviatmn 
trmcu the state of his health and all the other 
Circumstances of the case demand or permit. 


In agreeable contrast to the difference abovo 


noted, respecting a matter of common con* 
cern where nothing is bought, except such a 
mutually tatisfactory outcome as the true 
merits of the case require, is the recent reso- 
lution of the French cnamber favoring the j 
conclusion of a permanent treaty of arbitra- j 
lion between the two countries. 
! 


An invitation has been extended by France ! 


to tho government and people of the United j 
Btatea to participate in ft great international j 


exposition at Paris la 1900, as a suitable com- 
memoration of the close of this, the world's 
marvellous century of progress. I heartily 
recommend its acceptance, together with such 
legislation as wMl adequately provide lor a 
flue representation of tids government and its 
people on the occasion. 


Relations With Goriunny. 


Our relations with the states of the German 


empire are, in some aspects, typical of a con- 
dition of things elsewhere found in countries 
whose productions and trade are similar to our 
owa. Tho close rivalry of competing indus- 
tries; the influence of the delusive doctrine 
that tha internal development of a nation ia 
promoted and its wealth increased by a policy 
which, in undertaking to reserve its homo 
markets for the exclusive use of its own pro- 
ducers, necessarily obstructs their sales in 
foreign markets and prevents free access to 
th« products of the world: tho desire to retain 
trade in time-worn ruts, regardless of the 
inexorable laws of new needs and changed 
conditions of demand and supply, and our own 
halting tardiness in inviting a freer exchange 
of commodities, and by this means imperiling 
our footing la the external markets naturally 
open to us, have created a situation somewhat 
injurious to American export interests, not 
only in Germany, where they are perhaps 
most noticeable, but in adjac3nt countries. • 


It is not to be forgotten that international 


trade cannot bB one-sided. Its currents are 
alternating and it** movements should be hon- 
estly reciprocal. Without this it almost nec- 
essarily degenerates into a device to gain ad- 
vantage or a contrivance to secure benefits 
with only the semblanca of a return. In our 
dealings with other nations we oujrht to be 
open-handed and scrupulously {air. 
This 


should be our policy, as a producing nation, 
and it plainly becomes us as a people who 
love generosity and the moral aspects of na- 
tional good faith and reciprocal forbearance. 


These considerations should not, however, 


constrain us to submit to unfair discrimina- 
tion nor to silently acquiesce in vexatious hin- 
drances to the enjoymont oC our share of the 
legitimates advantages of proper trade rela- 
tions. If an examination of the situation sug- 
gests such measures on our part as would in- 
volve restrictions similar to tho^e from which 
we suffer, the way to such a course is easy." It 
bhould, however, by no means be lightly 
enterpd upon, sinua the necessity for the in- 
a iguration of such a policy would be re- 
gretted by the beat sentiment of our people, 
and because it naturally and logically might 
lead to consequences of the gravest character. 


The Seal Question. 


Our relations with Great Britain, always in- 


timate and important, have demanded during 
the past year even a greater share of consider- 
ation than, is usual. Several vexatious ques- 
tions were left undetermined by the decision 
of the Bearing sea arbitration tribunal. The 
application of the principles laid down by that 
august body has not been followed by the re- 
sults they were intended to accomplish, either 
because the principles themselves lacked in 
breadth and definiteuess or because their exe- 
cution had been more or less imperfect. Much 
correspondence has been exchanged between 
the two governments on the subject of pre- 
venting the exterminating slaughter of seals. 


The need of a more effective enforcement of 


existing regulations, a* well aa the adoption of 
such additional regulations as experience has 
shown to bo absolutely necessary to carry out 
the intent of the award, have been earnestly 
urged upon tho British government, but thus 
far without effective results. In the mean- 
time the depletion of the seal herds by means 
of pelagic hunting has so alarmingly pro- 
gressed that unless their slaughter is at once 
effectively checked their extinction within a 
few years seems to be a matter of absolute 
certainty. 


The understanding by which the United 


States was to pay, and Great Britain to re- 
ceive, a lump sum of $i'«?i,000 in full settlement 
of all British claims for damages arising from 
our seizure of British sealing vessels unauthor- 
ized under the award of tha Paris tribunal of 
arbitration was not confirmed by the last con- 
gress, which declined to make the necessary 
appropriation. I am still of the opinion that 
this arrangement was a judicious and advan- 
tageous oaq for the government, and I earn- 
estly recommend that it be again considered 
and sanctioned. If, however, this does not 
meet with the favor of congress, it certainly 
will hardly dissent from the proposition that 
the government is bjund by every considera- 
tion of honor and good faith to provide for the 
speedy adjustment of these claims by arbitra- 
tion as the only other alternative. 


Notwithstanding that Great Britain origin- 


ated the proposal to enforce international 
rules for the prevention of collisions at sea, 
her majesty's government, having encoun- 
tered opposition on the part of British shipping 
interests, the entire matter is still in abeyance, 
without prospect of a better condition in the 
near future. 


The commissioners appointed to mark the 


international boundary in Pasaamaquoddy bay, 
according to the description of tne treaty of 
Ghent, have not yet fully agreed. 


Alaska Boundary Dispute. 


The completion of the preliminary survey of 


that Alaskan boundary which follows the con- 
tour of the coast from the southernmost point 
of Prince of Wales Island until it strikes the 
meridian at or near the summit of Mount St. 
Ellas awaits further necessary appropriation, 
which is urgently recommended, 


As to tho remaining saction of the Alaskan 


boundary, which follows the 14lst meridian 
northwardly from Mount St. Eliasto tne frozen 
ocean, the settlement of 
which, involves 


the physical location of the meridian men- 
tioned, no conventional agreement has yet 
been made. 


In the mean time the valley of the Yukon is 


becoming a highway through the hitherto un- 
explored wilds of Alaska and abundant min- 
eral wealth has been discovered in that re- 
gion. In these circumstances it is imperative 
that the jurisdiction limits of the respective 
governments in this new region be specially 
determined. Her Britannic majesty's govern- 
ment has proposed a joint delimitation of the 
141st meridian by an international commission 
of experts, which, if- congress will authorize 
it and make due provision therefor, can be ac- 
complished with no unreasonable delay. It is 
impossible to overlook the vital importance ot 
continuing tho work already entered upon 
and supplementing it by further effective 
measure* looking to the exact location of this 
entire boundary line. 


Great I«ke Boundaries. 


I call attention to the unsatisfactory delimi- 


tation of tho respective jurisdictions of the 
United States and the Dominion of Canada in 
the great lakes at thefepproaches to the narrow 
waters that connect them. The waters in 
question are frequented by fishermen of both 
nationalities, and their nets are there used. 
Owing to the uncertainty and ignorance as to 
the true boundary, vexatious disputes and in- 
jurious seizures of boats and nets by Canadian 
cruisers often occur, while any positive settle- 
ment thereof by an accepted standard is not 
easily to be reached. 


A joint commission to determine the line in 


those quarter*, on a practical basis, by 
measured courses following range marks on 
shore, is a necessity for which immediate 
provision should be made. 


The Venezuelan Dispute. 


16 being apparent that the boundary dispute 


between Grreat Britain and the republic of 
Venezuela, concerning the limits ot British 
GUiana, was approaching an acute stage, a 
Definite statement of the interest and policy 
of the-United States, as regards the contro- 
versy, seemed to be required both on its own 
account and in view of its relations with the 
friendly powers directly concerned. 


In July last, therefore, a dispatch was ad- 


dressed to our ambassador at London for com- 
munication to the British government, in 
which the attitude of the United States was 
folly and distinctly s»t forth. The general 
conclusions therein reached and formulated 
are m substance that the traditional and 
established policy of this government is firmly 
opposed to a forcible increase by any European 
power of Its territorial possessions on this con- 
tinent; that this policy is-as well founded in 
principle as it is strongly supported by numer- 
ous precedents; that, as a consequence, the 
United States is bound to protest against the 
enlargement of the area of British Guiana in 
derogation of tho rights and against the will of 
Venezuela; that, considering the disparity 
ju strength of Great Britain and Venezuela, 
the territorial dispute between them can be 
reasonably settled only by friendly and im- 
partial arbitration, and that the resort to such 
arbitration should include the whole contro- 
versy, and ia not satisfied if one of the powers 
concerned is permitted to dr»wan arbitrary 
line through the territory in debate and to de- 
clare that it will submit to arbitration only 
the portion lying on one side of it. 
In view of thesa conclusions, the dispatch in 


question called upon the British government 
for a definite answer to the question whether 
it would or would not submit tho territorial 
controversy between itself and Venezuela in. 
its entirety to impartial arbitration. 


The answer of the BritiSti government has 
not been received, but is expected shortly, 
when further communication on the subject 
will probably be made to congress. 


Tli* Hawaiian Question. 


JBjarly in January last an ttDnsing against 


I'ac government 01 uawaii was promptly snp- 
prottotid. Martial law was forthwith proclaimed, 
and numerous arrests wero made of persona 
suspected of being in sympathy with the roy- 
alist party. Among these were several citi- 
zens of the United States, who were either 
convicted by a military court and sentenced to 
death, imprisonment or fine, or were deported 
without trial. The Unilel States, while de- 
nying protection to such as had taken the 
Hawaiian outh of allegiance, insisted that 
martial law, though altering thu forms of 
justice, could not supersede justice itself, and 
demanded a .stay oC execution until the pro- 
ceedings had been submitted to this govern- 
ment, and knowledge obtained therefrom that 
our citizens had received fair trial. 


The death sentences wero subsequently com* 


muted or were remitted on condition, of leav- 
ing the islands. The cases of certain Ameri- 
cans arrested und expelled by arbitrary order, 
without formal charge or trial, have had at- 
tention, and in some instances have bec.i 
found to justify remonstrance and a claim for 
indemnity, which Hawaii has not thus far con- 
ceded. 


Mr.Thurdton, the Hawaiian minister, having 


furnished this government abundant reason 
for asking that ho bj recalled, that course was 
pursued, and hia successor has lately been re- 
ceived.Padrone System Condemned. 


The deplorable lynching of several Italian 


laborers in Colorado was naturally followed 
by international repreaantations, and I am 
happy to say that the best efforts of the state 
in which the outrages occurred have been put 
forth to discover and punish the authors of 
this atrocious crime. 


These manifestations against helpless aliens 


may be traced through successive stages to 
the vicio'-is padrone system, which, unchecked 
by our immigration and contract — labor 
statutes—controls thesa workers from tho 
moment of landing on our shores, and farms 
them out in distant and often rude regions, 
where their cheapening competition iii the 
fields of bread winning toil brings them into 
collision with other labor interests. While 
welcoming, as we should, those who seek our 
p.hores to merge themselves in our body noli- 
tic and win personal competence by honest 
effort, we cannot regard such assemblages of 
distinctively alien laborers, nired out in tha 
mass to the profit of alien speculators and 
shipped-Jiither and thither as the prospect ot 
gain may dictate, as otherwise than repugnant 
to the spirit of our civilization, deterrent to 
individual advancement, and hindrances to j 
the building up of stable communities resting j 
upon the wholesome ambitions of the citizen 
and constituting the prime factor in the pros- 
perity and progress of our nation. If legis- 
lation can reach this growing evil, it certainly 
should be attempted. 


The New Japan. 


Japan has famished abundant evidenco of 


her vast gain in every trait and characteristic 
that constitutes a nation's greatness. We have 
reason for congratulation in the fact that the 
government of the United States, by tho ex- ' 
change of liberal treaty stipulations with the I 
new Japan, was the first to recognize her j 
wonderful advance and to extend to her the 
consideration and confidence due to her na- 
tional enlightment and progressive character. |

quarantined by Texas authorities. I directed 
rations to bo temporarily furnished them 
through the war department. At the expira- 
tion of their quarantine, they were conveyed 
by the railway companies at 'comparatively 
nominal rates to the,lr homes in Alabama, 
upon my suggestion, in the absence of any 
fund available for tha'cost'of their transpor- 
tation, that I would recommend to congress for 
its payment. I now strongly urge upon con- 
gress the propriety of making such an appro- 
priation. 


The Nicaragua!* Disturbance. 


In last year's message I narrated at some 


length the juriKdictional questions 
then 


freshly arisen in the Mosquito Indian strip of 
Nicaragua. Since that time, by the volun- 
tary act of the Mosquito nation, the territory 
reserved to them has been incorporated with 
Nicaragua, the Indiana formally subjecting 
themselves to be governed by the general laws 
and regulations of the republic. 
• After this extension of uniform Nicaragnan 
administration to the Mosquito strip, the case 
of the British vice consul. Hatch, and of sev- 
eral of his countrymen, who; had been sum- 
marily expelled .from' Nicaragua and treatel 
with considerable indignity, provoked a claim 
by Great Britain upon Nicaragua for pecuni- 
ary indemnity, which, upon Nicaragua's re- 
fusal to admit liability, was enforced by Great 
Britain. While the sovereignty and jurisdic- 
tion of Nicaragua were in no way questioned 
by Great Britain, the former's arbitrary con- 
duct in regard to the British subjects fur- 
nished the ground for this proceeding, 


A British naval force occupied without re- 


sistance the pacific seaport of Gorinto, but was 
soon after withdrawn upon the promise that 
the sum demanded would be paid. Through- 
out this incident tho kindly offices of the 
United States were invoked and were em- 
ployed in favor of as peaseful a settlement 
and as such consideration and indulgence to- 
ward Nicaragua as were consistent with the 
nature of the cos*. Our efforts have since 
bean made the subjects of appreciative and 
grateful recognition by Nicaragua. 


Relations With Russia. 


The coronation of the Czar of Russia at Mos- 


cow in May next invites the ceremonial par- 
ticipation of the United States, and, in ac- 
cordance with usage and diplomatic pro- 
priety, our minister to the imperial court 
has been directed to represent our government 
on the occasslon. 


Correspondence is on foot touching the 


practice of Russian consuls within the juris- 
diction of the United States to interrogate 
citizens as to their race and religious faith, and 
upon ascertainment thereof to deny to Jews 
yathttutiuatioB of passports or legal docu- 
ments for use in Russia. The matter has 
elici* e*l fitting remonstrance, the result of 
which- it is hopod will remove the cause of 
complaint. 


The pending claims of sealing vessels of the 


United States, seized in Russian waters, re- 
main unadjusted. 
Our recent convention 


with Russia establishing a modus Vivendi as to 
imperial Jurisdiction in such cases, has pre- 
vented further difficulty of this nature. Tha 
Russian government has welcomed in princi- 
ple our suggestion for a modus Vivendi, to em- 
brace Great Britain and Japan, looking to the 
better preservation of »?nl life in the North 
Pacific and Behring sea. 


The Entaufflinff Alliance. 


In my last two annual messages I called the 


attention of congress to the position we oc- 
cupied as one of the parties to a treaty or 
agreement by whieh we became jointly bound 
with England and Germany to so interfere 
with the government and control of Samoa as 
in effect to assume tho managnmcnt of its 
affairs. I again press this subject upon the at- 
tention of congress, and ask for such legisla- 
tive action or expression as will lead the way 
to our relief from obligations both irksome 
and unnatural. 


The Cuban Insurrection. 


Cuba is again gravely disturbed. An Insur- 


rection, hi some respects more active than the 
last preceding revolt, which continued from 
1868 to 1878, now exists in a large part of the 
eastern interior of the istand, menacing even 
some populations on the coast, besides derang- 
ing the commercial exchanges of the island, of 
which our country takea the predominant 
share. .This flagrant condition of hostilities, 
by arousing sentimental sympathy and incit- 
ing adventurous support)among our people, 
has entailed earnest effort AI tl>e part of this 
government to enforce obc'lience to our neu- 
trality laws and to prevent the territory of 
the United States from being abused as a van- 
tage ground from which to aid those in arms 
against Spanish sovereignty. 
JVhatBVer may be the traditional sympathy 
c^iur countrymen as individuals with a people 
who aeem to be struggling for larger auton- 
omy and greater freedom, deepened as such 
sympathy naturally must be in behalf of our 
neighbors, yet the plain duty of their govern- 
ment is to observe in good faith the recognized 
obligations of international relationship. The 
performance of this duty should not be made 
more difficult by a disregard on the part of 
our citizens of the obligations growing out of 
their allegiance to their country, which should 
restrain them from violating as individuals 
the neutrality which the nation of which they 
are members is bound to observe in its rela- 
tions tp friendly sovereign states. 


Though neither the warmth of our peoples* 


sympathy with the Cuban insurgents, nor our 


acu material ctamage consequent upon the 


futile endeavors thus far made to restore 
peace and order, nor any shock our humane 
sensibilities may huve received from the cruel- 
ties which appear to espec ally characterize 
this sanguinary and fiercely conducted war, 
have in the least shaken the determination tf 
the government to honestly fulfill every intei- 
uabioual obligation, yet it i-t to bo earnestly 
hoped, on every grouud, that the devastation 
of armod conflict may 'Speedily be stayed and 
order and quiet restored to the distracted 
island, bringing in their train the activity and 
thrift of peaceful pursuits. 


One notable instance of interference by 


Spain with passing American ships has oc- 
curred. Ou March ti last, the Aliianca, while 
bound from Colon to New York, andfollowing 
the customary truck for vessels near the 
Cuban fchoro, but outside the three-mile limit, 
was fired upon by a Spanish gunboat. Protest 
\Viis promptly made by the United States 
against this act as not being justified by a state 
ot -w&ir, nor permissible in respect of vessels on 
the usual paths of commerce, nor tolerable in 
view of the wanton peril occasioned to inno- 
cent life and property. 
The act \vas dis- 


avowed, with full expression of regret and as- 
surance of non-recurreuca of such just cause 
of complaint, while the offending officer was 
relieved of his command. 


Military arrests of citizens of the United 


State-i in Cuba have occasioned frequent recla- 
mations. 
Where held on criminal charges, 


their delivery to the ordinary civil jurisdiction 
for trial has been demanded and obtained in 
conformity with treaty provisions, and where 
merely detained by way of military precau- 
tion under a proclaimed state of siege, with- 
out formulated accusation, their release or 
trial hau been insisted upon. 
Tho right of 


American consular officeis in the island to 
prefer protests and demands iu such cases 
Having been questioned by the insular author- 
ity, their enjoyment of the privilege stipulated 
by treaty for tho consuls of Germany was 
claimed under the most fiivoied nation pro- 
vision of our own convention and 
was 


promptly recognized. 


The long standing demand of Antonio 


Maximo Mora against Spain has at last been 
settled by tho payment of the sum originally 
agieed upon in liquidation of the claim. 


The Turkish Situation. 


Occurrences in Turkey have continued to 


excite concern. 
Tho leported massacres of 


Christians in Armenia and the development 
there and in other districts of a spirit of 
fanatic hostility to Christian influences natur- 
ally excited apprehension for the safety of tho 
devoted men and women who, as dependents 
of the foreign missionary societies in the 
United Status, reside in Turkey under tho 
guarantee of law and usage and in the legiti- 
mate performance of their educational und 
religious mission. 


No efforts have been' spared in thoir behalf, 


and their protection in person and property 
has been earne*tljr and vigorously enforced by 
every meaus within our power. I regret, how- 
ever, that aw attempt on our part Lo obtain 
better information concerning the true condi- 
tion of affairs in the disturbed quarter of tho 
Ottoman empire, by sending 
thither 
tho 


United Ktates cjusul at Bivas to make investi- 
gation and report, was thwarted by the ob- 
jections of tlie Turkish government. This j 
movement on our pare was in no sense meant j 
ad a, gratait'jub entanglement of the United t 
States, in the so-eallW .Eastern question, nor at 
an officious interference with the right and 
duty winch belong by treaty to certain Euro- 
pean powers, calling for their intervention in 
political matters alfecting the good govern- 
ment and religious freedom of the non-Mussul- 
man subjects of the sultan, but it arose J 
solely Irom our desire to have an accurate 
knowledge of the conditions in our efforts to 
care for those entitled to our protection. 


The presence of our naval vessels, which aro 


now in the vicinity of the disturbed localities, 
affords opportunities to acquire a measure of 
familiarity wAi the condition of affairs, and ' 
will enable us to take suitable steps for the 
protection of any interests of our countrymen 
within reach of our ships that might be found 
imperilled. 


The Ottoman government has lately issued 


an imperial irade exempting forever from 
taxation an American college for girls at 
Scutari. Repeated assurances have albo been 
obtained by our envoy at Constantinople that 
similar institutions maintained and admiiils- ! 
tared by our countrymen shall be secured in i 
the enjos'ineub of all rights, and that our 
citizens throughout the empire shall be pro- 
tected. 


The government, however, in view of exist- 


ing factd, is far from relying upon such assur- 
ances as the limit of its duty. Our minister 
has been vigilant and alert in affording all 
possible protection in individual cases where 
danger threatened or &a£ety was imperilled. 
We have sent ships ai far toward the points of 
actual disturbance as it is possible for them to 
go, where they offer refuge to those obliged to 
flee, and we have the promise of other powers 
which have ships in the neighborhood that 
our citizens, as well as theirs, will be received 
and protected on board those ships. 


On the demand of our minister, orders have 


been issued by the sultan that Turkish soldiers 
shall guard and escort to the coast American 
refugees. These orders have been carried out, 
and our latest intelligence gives assurance of 
the present persona! safety of our citizens and 
missionaries. Though, thus far, no lives of 
American citizens have been sacrificed, there 
'can be no doubt that serious loss and destruc- 
tion of mission property have resulted from 
riotous conflicts and outrageous attacks. 


By treaty several of the most powerful Eu- 


ropean powers have secured a right and have 
assumed a duty not only in behalf of their own 
citizens, and in furtherance of their own in- 
terests, but as agents of the Christian, world. 
Their right is to enforce such conduct of Turk- 
ish gave rnment as will restrain fanatical 
brutality, and if this fails their duty is to so 
interfere as to insure against such dreadful 
occurrences in Turkey as have lately shocked 
civilization. 
The powers declare this right 


and tKta duty to be theirs alone, and it is earn- 
estly hup >d that prompt and effective action 
on the.tr part will not be delayed. 


The new consulates at Erzrxim and Har- 


poot, for which appropriation was made last 
session, have been provisionally filled by 
trusted employes of tho department of state, 
These appointees, though now in Turkey, havo 
cot yet received their exequaturs. 


The Consular Service. 


In view of the growth oC our interests in 


foreign countries and the encouraging pros' 
pects for a general expansion of our com- 
merce, the question of an improvement in tha 
consular service has increased iu importance 
and urgency. 


I ur^e such action by congress as will per- 


mit the frequent and thorough inspection oi 
consulates by officers appointed for that pur- 
pose or by persons already in the diplomatic 
or consular service. The expense attending 
Buch a plan would be insignificant compared 
with Its usefulness, and I hope the legislation 
necessary to set it on foot will be speedily 
forthcoming. 


Tlio Financial Question. 


As we turn from a review of our foreign re- 


lations to the contemplation of our national 
financial situation, we are immediately award 
that we approach a subject of domestic con- 
cern more important than any other that can 
engage our attention, and one at present in 
such a pirplozm^ and delicate predicament at 
to require prompt and wise treatment. 


We may well be encouraged to earnest efforl 


in this direction when we recall the step* al- 
ready takftn toward improving our economic 
and financial situation and when we appre- 
ciate how well the way has baen prepared foi 
further progress by an aroused and intelligent 
popular interest in these subjects. 
The compulsory purchase and coinage of sil- 


ver by the government, unchecked and un- 
regulated by business conditions and heedless 
of our currency needs, which for more than U 
years diluted our circulating medium, under 
mined confidence abroad in our financial abil 
ity, and at last culminated in distress an-J 
panic at home", has been recently stcppad bj 
the repeal of the law which forced thid reck- 
less scheme upon the country. 
| 


The things thus accomplished! notwithstand 


ing their extreme Vnportanca and beneficent 
effects, fall far short of curing the monetary 
evil* from which we suffer as a result of long 
indulgence in ill-advised financial expedients , 


The currency denominated United States ! 


notes and commonly known as greenbacks wai 
issued in large volume during the late civi' 
•war, and was intended originally to meet tb« 
exigencies of that period. It will be seen by - , 
reference to the debates in congress at tha : 
time the laws were passed authorizing th« 
issue of these notes that their advocates de- 
clared they were intended for only temporal-j 
use and to meet the emergency ot war. Iu ai 
most if not all the laws relating to them soro« 
provision was made contemplating their volun- 
tary or compulsory retirement. A large quan 
tity of them, however, were kept on foot and 
mingled with the currency of the country, ac 
that at the close of the year 1874 they amounted 


. miuonai Dank circulation until such 


notes were reduced to $AK),OJO,000. This hm 
further provided that on and after Jan. 1. 
1879, the United S. tatcs notes then outstanding 
should be redeemed in coin, and in order tc 
provide and prepare for such redemption tlw 
becrelary of the treasury was authorized no! 
only to use any surplus revenues of the gov 
eminent, but to issue bonds ot tbe United 
States and dispose of them for com, and to, us* 
the proceeds for the purpose contemplated bj 
the statute. 


In Mty, 1878, and before tho date thus ap 


pointed for the redemption and retirement ol 
these notes, another statute was passed for 
bidding their further cancellation and retire 
ment. Some of them had, howaver, been pro 
viously redeemed and cancelled upon the issut 
of additional national bank circulation, as per 
mittedby the lawof ISro, ao that the amount 
outstanding at the time of tho passage of tlw 
act forbidding their further retirement was 
$84(5,681 ,U16. 


The law of 187S did not stop at distinct prohi 


bition, but contained, in addition, the follow 
ing express provis.ou: 


"And when any of said notes may be re 


deemed or be received into the treasury, undei 
any law, from any sourc3 whatever, and shal 
belong to the United States, they shall not b< 
retired, cancelled or destroyed, but they shaL 
be reissued ancl paid out again and kept n 
circulation." 


This was tho condition of affairs on Jan. I 


1879, which had boon-fised upon four years be 
fore as tho date for entering upon the redenip 
tion and retirement of all the^e notes, and foi 
which such abundant means had been pro 
vided. The gjveriimont wa-t put hi ih-s anom 
ulous situation of owing to tha holder.; of its 
notes debts payable m gold on demand, whict 
could neither be retired by receiving suck 
notes in discharge of obligations due the gov 
ernment nor cancsllod by actual payment iii 
gold. 


It was forced to redeem without redemption 


and to pay without acquittance. 
There had 


been issued and sold $i5^0J,OtX) of tho bond! 
authorized by the redemption act of 1875, the 
proceeds of which, together with other gold ic 
the treasury, created a gold fund deemed suf 
ficient to meet the demand which might bt 
made upon it for the redemption of the out 
standing United States notes. This fund, to- 
gether with such other gold as might be from 
tune to time in the treasury available for ths 
same purpose, has since been called 


Our Gold Reservof 


and ?103,OCO,003 lias been regarded as ai 
adequate amount to accomplish its object. 


This fund amounted Jan. 1,1879, to $114,193, 


860, and though thereafter constantly fluctuafc 
ingt it did not fall below that sum until July 
1892. 
In April, 1893, for the first time since it! 


establishment, this reserve amounted to less 
than ? 100,000,000, containing at that date only 
$07,011,330. 


In ths meantime, and in July, 1890, an act 


had been passed directing larger governmental 
monthly purchases of silver than had been ro 
quired under previous laws, and providing 
that in paj-ment for such silver, treasury notea 
of the UniN'd States should bo issued, payable 
on demand in gold or silvnr com at the discro 
tion of tl«> st-cratary of tha treasury. It was 
however, declared in the act to be "the cstab 
lished policy of the Unitr-d States to maintain 
the two metals on a parity with, each othei 
upon the piv-^nt l<jgal ratio, or such ratio as 
i 


may be provided by law." 
! 


In view oL this decUiration it was not deemed 
'• 


permissible for the SL'Ci-eta'y of the treasury 
to exercise thy discretion in terms conferred 
on him, by refusing to pay gold on these notes i 
when demandfd, because by such discrirnin.i i 
tion in favor of tho g*!'l dollar the so-calleO 
parity of the two m-tals would be destroyed, 
and grave and dangerous consequences woulJ 
be precipitated by affirming or accentuating ! 
the constantly widening disparity between j 
their actual values under the existing ratio. 
| 


It thus resulted that the treasury notes is- 
! 


sued in payment of silver purchases under tha ' 
law of 1SSK) were necessarily treated as gold i 
obligations at the option of the holder. Those ! 
notes* on Nov. 1.189.J, when the law compelling j 
the monthly purchase of silver was repealed, 
i 


amounted to more than SISo.OG'J.OM. The note* 
oE this description now outstanding, aaded to 
tho United States notes still undiiiiinishecL by 
redemption ur cancellation, constitute a vol- 
ume of gold obligations amounting to nearly 
$50Q,000,OJO. These obligations are the instru- 
ments •which, ever since we have hod a gold 
reserve, have been used to dpuleteit. 


This reserve, as has been statjd, had fallen 


in April, 1833, to $97,(jll,3.JO. It has from that 
time to the present, with very few and unim 
portant 
upward movements, steadily 
de- 


creased, except as it has been temporarily 
replenished by the sale of bonds. 


Among the causes for this constant and uni- 


form shrinkage in this fund may bo mentioned 
the greab falling off of exports under tbe 
operation of the tariff law until recently in 
force, which crippled our exchange of com- 
modities with foreign nations and necessitated 
to some extent the payment of our balance in 
gold; the unnatural infusion of salver into our 
currency, and the increasing agitation for its 
free and unlimited coinage, which have created 
apprehension, as to our disposition or ability to 
continue gold payments; 
the consequent 


hoarding of gold at home and the stopping ot 
Investments of foreign capital, as well as tb. 
return of our securities already sold abroad, 
and the high rate of foreign eschaiige, T-vhidi 
induced the shipment of our gold to be drawn 
against, as a matter of speculation. 


[The president here alludes to the fact that 


the'situation steadily grew worse and it again 
became necessary to strengthen the gold re- 
serve. 
Atrain disappointment awaited the 


anxious hope for relief. He then refers to the 
agreement with a number of financiers and 
banks, and says]: 


On the day this contract was made its terms 


were communicated to congress by a special 
executive message, in which it was stated 
that more than $10,COO,OCO would be saved to 
the government if gold bond's, bearing 3 per 
cent interest, were authorized to be substi- 
tuted for those mentioned in the contract. 


Congress having declined to grant the neces- 


sary authority to secure this saving, the con- 
tract, unmodified, was carried out, resulting 
in gold reserve mounting to $107,571,280 on 
July 8, 1895. The performance of this contract 
not only restored the reserve*, but checkpd for 
a time the withdrawals of gold, and brought 
on a period of restored confidence and such 
peace and quiet in business circles as were of 
the greatest possible value to every inter "*t 
that affects our people. I have never had the 
slightest miHgiving concerning tho wiMlom or 
propriety of this arrangement, and am quite 
willing to answer for niy lull share of 


Responsibility For Its I'romotion. 


I believe it averted a disaster, the immi- 


nence of wl.ich WHS fortunately *iot at the 
time generally understood by our people.

Though the amount of gold drawn from 


the treasury appears to be very large, as 
gathered from the facts and fiacre* herein 
presented, it actually was much larger, con- 
siderable sums having been acquired by th« 
treasury within the several periods stated 
without the ibsue of bonds. 


On Jan. 2S, la9S, it w:w reported by the secre- 


tary of the treasury that more than $172,000,000 
of gold had been withdrawn for hoarding or 
shipment during the year preceding. He now 
reports that from Jan. 1, 1879, to July 14, 1690, 
a period of more than 11 years, onlyalittla 
over $J8,tXK),OUO was withdrawn, and that be- 
tween July 14, 1890, the date of the passage of 
the law for an increased purchase of silver, 
and Dec. 1, 3835, or within less than 5W years, 
there was withdrawn nearly 8175,000,000, mak- 
ing a total1 of more than !40;i,lK)G,ulX) drawn from' 
the treasury in gold since Jan. 1, 1879, 
the dat€> 


fixed in 1875 for the retirement of the United 
States notes. 


Nearly ?.1~*7,030,030 of the gold thus with- 


drawn ha* been paid out of these United 
States notes; and yet every one of the $346,000,- 
000 14 still unrancelled and ready to do servica 
iu future gold depletions. More than J70.000,- 
000 in gold has, since their creation in 1890, 
been paid out from, the treasury upon the 
notes given on the purchase of silver by th» 
government. 


And yet the whole, amounting to $155,000,- 


<XW, except a little more than $16.000,0JO, which 
h;tve been retired by exchanges for silver at 
the request of the holders, remains outstand- 
ing and prepared to join their older and mora 
experienced allies in future raids upon tb* 
treasury's gold reserve. 


Plans For Relief. 


A aituation is exhibited which certainly 
ought to arrest attention and provolw imniedi- 
ate legislative relief. I am convinced the only 
thorough and practical 
remedy for our 


troubles is found in the retirement and can- 
cellation of our United States notes, com- 
monly called greenbacks, and the outstanding 
treasury notes issued by the government m 
payment of silver purchased under the act of 
1890. 


I believe this could be quite readily accom- 


plished by the exchange of these notes for 
United States bonds of small as well aa lar;» 
denominations, bearing a low rate of interest. 
They should be long term'.bonds, thus increas- 
ing their desirability as investments, and bo^ 
cause their payment could ba well postponed 
to a period far removed from present financial 
burdens and perplexities, when, with increased 
prosperity and resource^, they would be mor* 
easily met. 


To further insure the cancellation of tbes» 


note's and al-io provide a way by which gold 
may bp added to our currency in lieu of them, 
a feature in the plan should be an author- 
ity given to the secretary of the treasury 
to dispose of tho bond-; abroad for gold, if 
necessary, to complete the contemplated re- 
demption and cancellation, permitting him. to 
u.se the proceeds of such bonds to take up and 
cancel any of the notes that may bp in tha 
treasury, or that may by received by the gov- 
ernment on any account. 


The increase of our bonded debt involved in 


this plan would be amply compensated by re- 
newed activity and enterprise in all business 
circles, the restored confidence at home and 
tho reinstated faith in our monetary strength 
abroad. 


In any event, the bonus proposed would 


stand for the extinguishment of a troublesome 
indebtedness, while- in the path we now follow 
there lurks the meiiaca of unending bonds, 
with our present indebtedness still undis- 
charged and aggravated in every feature. 


I think nntional banks should be allowed to 


issue a emulation equal to the par value of the 
bonds they deposit to secure it, and that th» 
tux on their circulation bhould be reduced to 
^ of 1 per cent, which would undoubtedly 
meet all the expense the government incurs on 
their account. In addition they should be al- 
lowed to substitute or deposit in lieu of tha 
bonds now required as security for their cir- 
culation those which would be issued for the 
purpose of retiring the United States notei 
and treasury notes. 


It ha1* always .seemed to me that tho provi- 


sions of law regarding the capital of national 
banks which operate :is a, limitation to their 
location fails to make proper compensation 
for the suppression of state banks, which 
came near to the people in all iections of the 
country and readily furnished them, with, 
bonking accommodations and facilities. 


Any inconvenience or embarrassment arig* 


ing from thc-'e restrictions on the location of 
national banks might well be remedied by 
better adapting the present By stem to the 
creation of bank-, in smaller communities, or 
by permitting banket of large capital to estab- 
lish branches in j-ucii localities as would serve 
the people—so regulated and restrained as to 
secure their safe and conservative control and 
manayenient. 


It is neither unfair nor unjust to charge* 


large share of our present financial perplexi- 
ties and dangers to th(* operation of the laws 
of lS7ti and IsOO compelling tho purchase of ail- 
ver to)' the government. 


No government, no human contrivance or 


Bet of legislation, has ever been able to hold 
tin* tv.*o mot:ils together in free coinage, at a 
ratio appreciably different from that which ia 
established in the markets of the world. 


Twice in our reci-nt history we have sig- 


nally failed to raise by legislation the value 
of silver. Undi-r an act ol'<_ongross passed ia 
1^78 tlie government was required fur mo,ra 
than 1^ years to expend annually at least $24,- 
QOJ,00'J in the purchase of silver bullion foi' 
coinage. 


The act of July 14, 1890, in a still bolder effort 


increased the amount of silver the government 
was compelled to purchase and forced it to be- 
come the buyer annually of 54,000,000 ouncea, 
or practically the entire product of our mines. 
Under both laws silver rapidly and steadily 
declined in value. 


I have suggested a remedy which my judg- 


ment approves. I desire, however, to assure 
the congress that I am prepared to co-operate 
with them in perfecting any other measure 
promising thorough and practical relief, and 
Ihutlwill gl.idlv labor with them in every 
patriotic endeavor t:> further the interest and 
tuard tho weltare of our countrymen whoa 
u our res pective places of duty we have utt- 
iertalteu to serve.
